On November 3, 1967, at 10:12 A.M. X received 3 long 
distance telephone call from MISS BOYCE and requested that the 
below information be transferred to Mr. Garrison. 

MISS BOYCE stated that LARRY BOWERS or VOWERS front 
Gary, Indiana, whom she believes is a Right Winger told her that 
he has made arrangements to take the life of FATHER FLDSA who is 
assigned to Our Lady of Good counsel Church in Aurora, Illinois. 
MISS BOYCE related that the information is that FATHER PLDSA 1 s 
life will be taken during Mass on one of the following days: 
Thursday, Friday, Saturday or High Mass on Sunday. MISS BOYCE 
relates that the reason for taking the life of FATHER PLDSA is 
because she has information on the assassination of President 
Kennedy and had related this information to FATHER PLDSA in the 
confessional. She has also related this information to the 
Aurora Police Department. 

MISS BOYCE requests that Mr ■ Garrison call FATHER PLDSA 
at Area code 312, phone number 897-9880 in an attempt to stop 
FATHER PLDSA from saying Mass on the days that his assassination 
will be attempted- MISS BOYCE relates that all of her efforts 
to stop FATHER PLDSA were in vain.
